The Amendment filed on 8/21/06 in response to the previous Non-Final Office Action (4/21/06) is acknowledged. However, the 
response resulting in amended claims 8-16 drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The newly 
amended claims directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following 
reasons: 

In the response to restriction requiement filed on 9/28/2005, applicants have originally elected invention group III, drawn to a method 
for stimulating an immune rsponse in a patient comprisng administering to the patient a composition comprisng an antibody to 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 161, while curently amended claims, drawn to a method for treating lung cancer (diminishing or 
eleiminiting lung cancer) with an antibody to polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 161 belongs to non-elected invention group IV. Since the 
elected invention group III has been examined on the merit and applicant has received actions for the originally presented invention 
(office actions dated on 1 1/18/05 and 4/21/06), the amendment filed on 8/21/06 resulting in amended claims 8-16 drawn to a method 
for diminishing or eleiminiting lung cancer is non-responsive.
